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.| BURMESE AND CHINESE “VILLAGE 


LIFE... , 

The British occupation of Weihai has 
given a certain number of officials’ a 
unique opportunity of studying Chinese 
life and manners and social institutions 
in a way which ‘does, not. come in the 
way of the residont in the Treaty Ports, 
or the average Chinese consular ; officer. 
The leased territory .is ‘administered 
according to immemorial Chinese custom- 
ary law. Mr. R..F. Johnston in his book 
“Lion and Dragon in. North China’’ 
gives us'“an ‘interosting picture of the 
quiet and apparently. humdrum Nife. of 
the village communities. They have re- 
mained as they ate now for unniimbered, 
eenturies, The peoplo of Weihni, as of 
all parts of rural China, are practically 
a population of peasant proprietors, 
though ‘proprictorship is vested rather in 
tho family than in the individual. 
“Villages still boar, in vory many cases, 
the name of the family that lived in them 
as far back as their history can be traced. 
Chang-chia-shon is the hill of the Chang 
family; Wang-chia-k’uang is the. defile. 
of the Wang family; Chiang-chia-k’ou is 
the pass of the Chiang family; Yu-chia- 


| chuang is the village of tho Yw family.” 


Thus it comes, says the Nangoon Gazette, 
that the land-tax is in practice, with only 
a yory few exceptions, levied. oxactly as 
the dhathameda tax ia levied in Burma. 
Tho tax is imposed ‘on tho village as a 
whole instead of on the individual house- 
holder. For scores and scores of years 


overy villago has paid through its bead- 


man or committee of headmen a certain 
sum of money which by courtesy is called 
Jand-tax:. The various families assess the 
amount payable by each on a system very 
much the same as the thamadis of Upper 
Burma villages. The only stipulation is 
that ‘no one is to be called upon to pay 
ore than. his ancestors paid before him 
unless the family property has been ‘con- 
sidorably inereased. The Chinese Govern- 
ment did not, and the British Govern: 
ment does not, make any close inquiries 
as to whether each cultivator pays his 
proper proportion or whether a certain 
man .is paying too’ much, or is paying 
nothing at all. This no doubt began with 
the fact that each village was oxclusively 
inhabited by the people of ono name ard 
this still obtains in very many villages, 
It is the case everywhere in China, but 
nowhere more than in | Weithai; where 
there are title-deeds and tombstones to 
prove that, many of the peasant pro- 
prietors are the direct or collateral 
descendants of the .psople who tilled the 
same ficld in the days of the Sung Yuan 
and Ming dynasties. There are others 


who were military colonists, or were’ 


brought in by the Chinese Government 
hundreds of years ago from euch remote 
| places as Yunnan, as a result of political 
or ‘social troubles auch as rebellions or 
famines, Whether, however, ‘the village 
is made’ up entirely of fathers and sons 
and brothers and uncles and nephews 
or not, the importatit..point is to: note 
that the units of the village community 


ore not individuals but families: 


. This family. system, Mr. -R. F.. John- 
ston points out, is the basis of the high 
standard of commercial honour for which 
tho Chinese arc noted. A Chinaman ¢can- 
not dissolve his liabilities by the ‘simple 
process of going bankrupt, or running 
away, or shooting himeclf. His rights 
are inherited by his sons and so are his 
liabilities. The law, it is true, limits a 
man’s liability for an anceator’s debts to 
the extent of his own inheritance, but the 
rulo' of custom is sterner than tho rule of 
law and it is obeyed. Mr. Johnston gives, 
an instance which came before him in 
court. A man Liu discovered a piece of 
1 ed dcbt of three frag (five 
or six shillings) incurred ‘by one Ku, 
and he called iyen Ku's descendant to 
pay up. This Ku did, paying principal 
and interest amounting to something like 
twenty times the original loan. ‘Then be 
came into court not to dispute either the 
loan, or the sum: it had grown to, but 
to suggest that ua the original. debtor had 
two direct living descendants besides him- 
self it was only fair that they should. pay 
their sharo of the ancestral debt. We are 
not told what view the court took of the 
matter, but the assumption is that the 


Jiwo descendants of Ku preferred to sub- 


mit to the money loss rather then to run 
the risk of loss of fate. The Weihai 
farmer is not ao very highly educated 
person and seems to have so limited o 
conception of his ‘own existence as a 
separate and distinct personality that in 
ordinary ‘speech he continually confnaca 
himself with: his ancestors, or with living 
members of Lis family. A man comes to 
eourt and complains hought this 
e Tung family is trying 
to steal it from me.” “ Whon did: you 
buy it?” asks the court. ‘Two hundred 
years ago,” replies the oppressed onc. 
Another man. says:—‘I went to Man- 
churia as my family had not enough to 
cat. L came home this year and wished 
to redcem the land I had mortgaged 
before I went-away, “But I found it had 
already been redeemed by my neighbour, 
a cousin, and he refuses to let me redeem 
it from him.” On ‘being: asked when he 
had mortgaged ‘his land and emigrated, 
he said:—' In Chia Ching’3” (that is 
‘in 1708). He was merely identifying 
himself with his own great grandfather.
